Chestmobile Stationed 
In Albany Through Dec. 5 


The Chestmobile testing unit 
of the Tuberculosis and Health 
Association of Alameda County 
will be in Albany, on Solano Ave- 
nue at Nielson and Curtis, for 
two weeks, starting Nov, 25 
through Dee; 5: ‘The hours’ will 
be Monday, Tuesday, Thursday, 
Friday, 10 a.m. to 1 p.m. and 2 
p.m. to 5 pm, On Wednesday, 
the hours will be 2 p.m. until 
7:30 p.m. 

According to Mrs. Harold 
Olson, 727 San Pablo Ave., Al- 
bany chairman for the Christmas 
Seal campaign, free tuberculin 
skin tests will be offered to those 
up to age 40; breathing tests to 
those 40 and over; and chest 
X-rays to those over 40 and to 
those with positive reactions to 
skin tests. 

In explaining the tests, Mrs. 
Olson said, “Skin tests measure 
the amount of tuberculosis infec- 
tion in the population, and while 
a person having a positive reac

is not necessarily tubercu- 


chest. X-ray 
diseases.” 

The unit will not be open on 
Thanksgiving Day. Skin tests 
are not given on the last day, 
Dec. 5. After Its visit to Albany, 
the Chestmobile will be going to 
Berkeley.
